Mine Workers of America lias been 
ordered for July 4 by the national 
executive board, whose headquart- 
ers are in this city, and also by the 
district presidents, as the result of 
a meeting held here June 24, 2.") and 
20. The official document says:

"FELLOW MISERS:—At the last 


annual convention of the United 
Mine Workers of America, held in 
the city of Columbus, Ohio, January 
13 to 16, 189", it was determined 
that the scale of prices should be 
advanced to tho following rates: 
Pennsylvania (Pittsburg 
district) 


pick mining, sixty-nine cents per 
ton; Ohio, sixty cents per ton; In- 
diana, (bituminous) sixty cente per 
ton; Illinois, (Grape Creek) fifty- 
five cents per ton. Machine mining 
to be paid three-fifths per ton of the 
price for pick mining, except in In- 
diana (bituminous), where the price 
shall be four-fifths per ton of the 
price paid for pick mining; other 
mining sections a corresponding in- 
crease in price that will place them 
on a relative basis. 


It was further agreed that the 


time for enforcement of the scale be 
left with the national executive 
board and the district presidents to 
determine when it would be most 
opportune to put this scale into 
effect. 


The document then urges nnani 


mity and fidelity among tbe mem- 
bers. "Tlie signs of the times, 
tho paper says, "as pointed out by 
the press and by testimony -of men 
versed in public affairs, are, that 
business is reviving, that an upward 
tendency in prices of all commodi- 
ties is apparent. In the general 
business revival and industrial im- 
provement which is earnestly pro- 
claimed, we ought to share, and il 
we do not attempt to share we shall 
be false to ourselves and those de- 
pendent upon us."

circular, "mine workers are entitlec 
to a fair day's pay for a fair day's 
work."

RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION. 


The Railway Age reports that 


only 1122 miles of track have been 
laid in tho United States during tho 
first half of 1897. This is less than 
the corresponding period of any 
year since 1S73 with the exception 
of 1SU4, when only fiar, miles of 
track liad been laid up to July 1.

territories no track has been laid 
this year.

AX OLD RAILROADER.

invented tho friction-geared truck 
to aid locomotives in attaining dou- 
ble their present speed and who is 
about to realize a handsome fortune 
from the invention, was at one well 
known in this city. He was born 
in Richmond, Ind., and his seventy- 
three years of life have been full of 
hardships and disappointments, but 
his old age will be spent in ease.
